Wesley  Frank  Craven,  one  of  ilic  country's  out- 
standing colonial  lifsiinians  and  a  Princetonian  of  lj 
years'  standing,  whose  capacities  Cor  relating  America 
Past  lo  Lhe  challenges  of  the  present  have  been  under- 
scored by  the  publication  of  the  provocative  inaugural 
lecture  he  gave  several  months  ago  as  first  incumbent 
ol  the  University's  George  Henry  Davis  '81)  Chair  in 
American  History.  The  about- to-be-60  Craven  turned 
*  the  clock  back  to  lite  17th  century,  a  period  as  remote 
as  it  (.in  be  within  the  limits  ol  American  history,  to 
trace  two  dominant  and  yet  contrasting  themes  —  die 
"extraordinary  diversity  m  the  patterns  of  American 
life"  and,  conversely,  its  "underlying  unity." 

The  "theme  of  our  natural  history,"  Craven  sug- 
gest-,, could  be  lhe  progress  of  lhe  American  people 
toward  a  general  acceptance  of  diversity— especially  ol 
religious  affiliation  and  ethnic  grouping.  In  a  very  real 
sense  this  was  an  objective  highlighted  by  Senator  Gold- 
water  in  his  acceptance  address  ol  hist  summer:  "We 
seek  and  i  hei  isli  divi  i  sity  ol  ways,  diversity  ol  thoughts, 
"I  motives  and  accomplishments."  The  cohesive  ele- 
ment, according  to  Craven,  was  supplied  by  land.  Unity 
then,  he  points  out,  was  attributable  10  "the  one  thing 
which  bound  lhe  colonists  together  in  a  common  ex-, 
periente  —  the  necessity  they  found,  most  ol  them  .a 
least,  lo  dig  their  livelihood  out  of  the  soil." 

Called  10  Princeton  from  New  York  University, 
where  he  had  taught  since  1928  with  time-out  for  serv- 
I-  with  ihe  World  War  II  Army  Air  Forces,  Craven 
perpetuated  the  "Wertenbaker  tradition"  as  Edwards 
Professor  ot  American  History,  the  Department  of  His- 
Lory's  oldest  endowed  prolessorship.  Like  his  disting- 
uished predecessor,  Thomas  [efferson  Wertenbaker,  the 
southern-born  Craven,  a  native  ol  Conway,  North  Cam- 
bn,i.  had  made  important  contributions  to  the  knowl- 


edge of  lhe  history  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  Slates  and 
had  been  active  in  regional  historical  groupings,  in- 
cluding lhe  Board  ol  \ii\  isers  ol  die  Institute  ol  Colon- 
ial History  and  Culture  ;it  Williamsburg  and  the  South- 
ern Historical  Association. 

Craven,  roundly  criticized  by  some  editorial-writers 
for  his  assertions  that  he  "liked  the  way"  lhe  late  Presi- 
dent Kennedy  stood  up  to  "the  Cuban  experience,"  il 
one  of  the  lew  front-rank  historians  who  has  succeeded 
hi  combining  painstakingly  written  scholarly  volumes 

in  his  areas  of  specialization  with  die  demands  ol  d- 

ern-day  editorship.  His  "Dissolution  of  the  Virginia 
Company:  The  Failure  of  a  Colonial  Experiment," 
"The  Southern  Colonies  in  the  1 7th  Cennti  y"  and 
equivalent  works  have  been  counter-balanced  by  his  co- 
editorship  of  the  definitive,  7-volume  ''Army  Air  Forces 
in  World  War  IF" 

\  member  of  the  editorial  boards  of  die  "Journal  of 
Sfodern  History,"  the  "Journal  ol  Southern  History" 
:ind  other  professional  publications,  and  now  complet- 
ing h»r  Harper's  American  Nation  Series  ■<  stud)  of 
die  "Development  of  the  English  Colonies.  I660-I7I5," 
Craven  was  graduated  from  Duke  University  with  die 
I  lass  "i  [926  .tud  received  Ins  Cornell  doctorate  in  his- 
tory two  \cais  later.  He  did  his  first  college  teaching  as 
a  Cornell  graduate  student,  accepted  a  bid  from  N'.Y.U.

o  increase.  It  will  cost  the 
Township  twice  as  much  to  buy 
land  after  Green  Acres  money 
runs  out,  so  property  owners, 
unless  they  can  be  persuaded  to 
give  their  land  away,  may  de- 
cide to  sell  to  developers  rather 
than  wait  for  the  Township  to 
amass  the  whole  100%. 

In  its  annual  report,  the 
Planning  Board  reaffirmed  its 
belief  that  the  Township  should 
acquire  open  space  land  as  fast 
as  possible,  even  at  the  sacri- 
fice of  other  municipal  ex- 
penditures, and  to  act  as  "trus- 
tee and  safekeeper'  of  the  de- 
sired land  use  of  the  Township 
as  shown  in  the  Zoning  Oodin- 
ance  " 

"Strip  City"  Opposed.  Only 
40',  ol  tJip  Township's  10,000 
acres  has  been  developed, 
even  "platted"  and  most  of 
the  smaller  lots  have  been 
built.  Tlie  Planning  Board  re 
affirms  also  its  intention  (x 
"further  the  desires  of  the  vast 
majority  of  our  citizens  to 
keep  Princeton  apart  from  the 
ity  witch  threatens  our 
community." 

But  that  "strii)  city"  may  be 
harder  and  harder  to  keep  at 
dig)  ince.  The  same  state 
t  offers  Green  Acres  mon- 
ey to  communities  has  also  told 
those  communities  that  tlie 
shortage  of  land  for  resident- 
ial development  will  have  to 
be  solved  because,  in  the  next 
16  years,  the  population  of 
New  Jersey  will  increase  by 
three  million. 
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The  Slate  Division  of  Re- 
gional Planning  believes  that 
these  three  million  can  be 
cared  for  without  reducing  the 
space  needed  for  recreation 
and  healtJi  needs,  but  Prince- 
ton has  lofty  definitions  for 
these  "needs."  as  evidenced  by 
ts  concern  for  Open  Space. 

What  the  state's  planners 
■uggest,  in  part,  is  the  kind  of 
re-zoning  ttiat  would  expand 
high-rise  and  garden  apart- 
ments and  reduce  the  number 
of  single  family  houses  on  big 
lots  The  state  has  no  power 
tc  do  more  than  suggest  zon- 
ing patterns,  of  course,  but 
those  three  million  hands  are 
writing  on  the  wall,  and  tlie 
Township's  application  for 
Open  Space  may  be  none  too 
soon.

SCHOOL  REPORT  READY 
Kegionalization:  "Yes."  The 
long-awaited  Borough  -  Town- 
ship Boards  of  Education  re- 
port to  the  Dilley  Committee 
has  been  completed  and 
now  available  to  the  public. 

The  90-page  document  fills 
out  in  detail  the  report  made 
to  the  public  at  Princeton 
High  School  last  month 
(TOWN  TOPICS,  March  4) 
Copies  may  be  obtained  with- 
out charge  at  all  schools,  Bor- 
ough Hall,  Township  Hall,  the 
public  library  and  book  stores. 


The  two  boards  unanimous- 
ly recommend  merger  of  the 
two  systems.  They  have  asked 
the  state  for  permission  to 
hold,  a  public  referendum  on 
October  1  of  this  year. 

If  each  municipality  regis- 
ters a. simple  majority  in  fav- 
or of  regionalization  the  state 
would  then  create  a  Regional- 
ized School  System  and  a  new 
Iward  would  be  elected  in 
February  of  next  year,  with 
five  Borough  members  and 
four  Township  members  (bas- 
ed on  tile  I960  census). 


In  their  report,  as  in  their 
oral  presentation,  the  two 
boards  present  figures  to  show 
that,  with  merger,  there  would 
be  no  significant  change  in 
the  school  tax  rates  of  the  two 
municipalities. 

For  those  who  did  not  at- 
tend the  public  meeting,  the 
two  chapters  in  the  report  out- 
lining pros  and  eons  for  Bor- 
ough and  for  Township  will 
probably  be  the  most  meaning- 
ful.

The  Vivaldi  which  began  the 
evening's  music  received  a 
very  polished  performance, 
beautifully  phrased  with  all 
the  nuances  in  proper  balance. 
Mr.  Persichetti's  Symphony 
had  many  fine  things  to  com- 
mend it;  bold  ideas  and  a  ten- 1 
der  second  section,  but  like  so 
much  of  his  work,  the  compos- 
er seemed  to  run  out  of  things 
to  say,  and  the  final  section 
became  tedious  for  this  listen- 
er. It  was  given  a  strong  read- 
ing by  Mr.  Harsanyi's  forces 
with  some  fine  violin  solo 
playing  by  Helen  Kwalwasser, 
■the  concert  mi  stress  of  the  or- 
chestra. 

After  the  intermission,  Mr. 
Harsanyi  led  the  orchestra  in 
an  inspired  interpretation  of 
Ernst  Krenek's  "Elegy,"  a 
most  effective  modern  score. 
Though  tlie  music  cried  out  for 
a  larger  string  section,  the 
ensemble  on  stage  gave  it  a 
persuasive  performance  under 
Mr.  Harsanyi's  direction.  Spec- 
ial mention  must  be  made  of 
the  solid  bass  playing  of  David 
Walter  and  Frank  Proto.

There  is  simply 
too  much  repeti'tion  through- 
out each  individual  movement 
to  sustain  one's  interest  over 
the  five  movement  span.  The 
fine  performance  presented  by 
Mr.  Harsanyi  and  his  orchestra 
ended  one  of  the  more  ad- 
venturous programs  he  has 
prepared  this  year.

Thomasvi  lie's  "Country 
Classic"  has  either  the  finish 
of  a  rich  brown  ale,  or  a  light- 
er tone  called  "parchment."  A 
few  pieces  are  available  in  an- 
tiqued colors. 

Picture  your  den  with  a 
round  party  table  in  the  parch- 
ment finish,  a  table  supported 
on  an  eight-legged  gallery  and 
topped  with  darker  wood  than 
the  parchment.  Comfortable 
side  chairs  —  not  just  "table" 
chairs  ■ — ■  with  spindle  backs 
and  cushioned  seats  have  been 
drawn  up  to  the  table. 


Actually,  we  think  die 
dark-brown-ale  finish  is  ple-as- 
anter  and  more  distinctive. 
See  it  in  a  breakfront  as  hear- 
ty as  a  beef  and  kidney  pie, 
with  spindles  in  front  of  the 
glass  doors  and  a  spindle  rail 
to  hold  the  china,  A  hanging 
wall  cupboard  has  three 
shelves  behind  glass  doors  and 
strong  parallel  lines  of  carv- 
ing. Not  a  curve  on  the  whole 
masculine  piece. 

Dark  rush  seats  harmonize 
with  the  ladderback  chairs 
drawn  up  to  a  dark  table  with 
wrought  iron  braces.

One  of  our  favorite  pieces 
is  a  compact  little  cane-back 
side  chair  with  a  welcoming 
cushion;  it  reminded  us  of  a 
stubby  English  pipe.  The  end 
table  near  by  is  hexagonal  and 
small  turned  legs  at  each  cor- 
ner. 

Moving  across  the  channel, 
we  come  to  France  and  the 
Drexel  collection  of  Franch 
country  fiirniture  called  "Rus- 
tique."  Here  again  the  pre- 
dominant finish  is  dark,  and 
most  pieces  have  been  heavily 
distressed. 


The  handsomest  is  a  flat-top 
desk  with  an  inlaid  top,  a  desk 
big  enough  for  a  man,  but 
graceful  enough  for  a  woman.

Poor  Site  for  Parking  Lot. 

To  the  Editor  of  Town  Topics: 

In  my  opinion,  the  location 
of  the  about-to-be-built  park- 
ing lot  for  Community  Park  is 
extremely  unfortunate.  Locat- 
ed behind  Birch  Avenue,  it  will 
run  between  extensions  of 
John  and  Race  streets,  with 
Iwo-way  traffic  at  either  end. 
It  is  planned  to  hold  116  cars. 

1)  Traffic.  On  a  good  Satur- 
day or  Sunday,  there  might  be 
300  cars  coming  and  going 
through  the  area  to  park.  This 
is  in  addition  to  the  already 
existing  busses  and  through 
traffic.  Unlike  bus  drivers, 
these  drivers  will  be  good,  bad, 
and  indifferent  —  and  very  few 
will  have  any  concern  for  the 
residential  character  of  the 
neighborhood  through  which 
they  must  go. 


2)  Pedestrian  crossings.  All 
car  entering  and  leaving  the 
parking  lot  must  either  cross 
or  turn  onto  Birch  Avenue.  All 
residents  of  the  area  who  want 
to  walk  to  the  park  will  have  to 


cross  Birch  Avenue.  Many  ©Tj 
these,  of  course,  will  be  chil-[ 
dren.  At  present,  there  are 
crossing  guards  during  school  j 
hours;  but  —  what  about  after 
school  and  during  those  busy, 
weekends,  when  children  will 
want  to  go  out  to  play? 

3)  Increased  problems  of 
public  safety.  The  parking  lot 
will  be  a  spot  where  anyone 
with  a  car  may  come,  from  this 
community  or  anywhere  else, 
at  any  time.  Unlike  most  park- 
ing areas,  which  are  near  main 
arteries,  this  one  will  be  in  an 
isolated  pocket,  in  back  of  a  few 
houses,  off  a  residential  street.

In  Princeton 


SO  OFTEN  A  PERSON 
Needs  Only  One  Button.  Fif- 
1y  years,  ago,  the  dry  goods 
store  located  at  70  Nassau 
Street  since  the  1880's  chang- 
ed hands  and  became  "H.  P. 
Clayton's."  A  landmark  on 
PaJmer  Square  for  more  than 
25  years,  Clayton's  this  week 
completed  alterations  wtoich 
double  its  size. 

"I  told  your  mother,"  the 
late  Mrs.  David  Stockton  wrote 
to  his  grand  aughter,  Mrs. 
Barbara  Garretson  many  years 
later,  "that  I  would  write  a 
note  to  the  children  about  Mr. 
Henry  Clayton  who  I  had 
known  for  60  years.  I  think  it 
is  nice  for  the  old  residents  to 
write  the  grandchildren  of  the 
outstanding  men  of  the  earlier 
generation. 

"I  remember,"  Mrs.  Stock- 
ton went  on,  "that  whenever 
I  went  up  town  with  the  chil- 
dren, there  was  always  a  pep- 
permint on  the  shelf  for  them. 
I  could  never  go  by.  I  seldom 
would  have,  anyway,  because 
I  bought  everything  right 
there. 


"I  do  not  know  whether 
you  remember  the  story  about 
a  trip  Belle  and  Mr.  Clayton 
took  to  Washington,  D.C.  They 
were  coming  down  the  steps  of 
Ihe  Capitol  when  they  saw  a 
large   coat   button. 

"Mr.  Clayton  stopped  and 
picked   it   up,   saying    that   so! 


often  a  person  needed  only 
one  button  ...  It  was  not  long 
before  a  lady  came  in  after 
a  button.  It  was  the  same  but- 
ton. It  seems  she  had  dropped 
it  on  the  Capitol  steps  in 
Washington!''

come  of  a  day  at  an  auction. 
Mrs.  Garretson  recalls  millin- 
ery displayed  on  it,  "but  per- 
haps before  that  notions,  rib- 
bons, gloves,  all  kinds  of  dry 
goods."  The  table  is  now  be- 
ing refinished  and  will  be  in- 
stalled in  the  newly-enlarged 
store  on  Palmer  Square  as  a 
tangible  link  with  the  old  days. 

Mr.  Clayton  had  managed 
the  Nassau  Street  store  for 
several  years  before  he  bought 
it  in  1915  from  the  widow  of 
John  Waite.  "They  did  a  lot  of 
business  with  Princeton  pen- 
nants and  men's  furnishings  in 
those  days,  with  the  Univers- 
ity right  across  the  street." 

In  the  rear  of  the  store  was 
Mr.  Clayton's  desk,  an  iron 
safe  (still  in  use)  and  beyond 
was  a  small  room  where  he 
kept  plants,  a  bird  and  a  rock- 
ing chair.  At  home  were  more 
plants  in  his  greenhouse. 


Fringed  Gentians.  Mrs.  Gar- 
reston ,  who  came  with  her 
widowed  mother  to  live  with 
her  grandfather  at  14  EdgehiU 
Street  when  she  was  six  years 
old,  reminisces  smilingly,  "He 
used  to  go  out  to  the  country 
to  certain  secret  places  where 
he  picked  fringed  gentians.  He 
gave  bunches  to  various  favor- 
ed customers  —  Mrs.  Luther 
P.  Eisenhart  was  one." 

She  adds,  "He  rode  a  bicycle 
back  and  forth  to  the  store, 
even  up  until  his  70"s.  He  lov- 
?oing  to  auctions,  and  the 
house  is  full  of  things  he 
collected. 


"He  was  a  vestryman  at 
Trinity  for  years  (He  used  to 
count  the  collection  every 
Sunday  and  take  it  to  Mr. 
Stockton  after  it  was  counted). 
But  he  met  his  bride  on  the 
steps  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church  .  ,  . 

"I  remember  that  he  had  a 
very  nice  sense  of  humor,  a 
quiet,  gentle  sparkle.  I  called 
him  "Papa"  as  my  mother 
did  .  .  .  ." 


Old  Table.  Clayton's  in  the

Grahn,  born  and  brought  up  in 
Princeton,  was  teaching  school 
in  Tenafly  when  her  husband 
died.  She  returned  to  Prince-

Trout  Season  Will  Open  Saturday 

More  than  219,000  aduU  trout  have  been  stocked  In 
.New  Jersey  streams  by  the  Division  of  Fish  and  Game 
In  the  Conservation  Department  for  the  opening  of  the 
season  on  Saturday  at  8  a.m. 

The  state  conservationists  have  reported  that  stream 
conditions  are  generally  good  and  that  the  trout  will 
match  in  size  and  quality  those  of  recent  years.  Robert 
A.  Hayford,  chief  of  fisheries  management,  said  that  the 
waters  arc  somewhat  lower  than  usual  for  opening  day 
but  should  not  hamper  fishermen, 

William  P.  Coffin,  chief  conservation  officer,  advised 
trout-finshing  erelhusasts  to  check  their  equpiment  and 
moke  purchases  before  the  last  minute.  Licenses  and 
trout  stamps  for  1965  must  both  be  signed  in  ink,  he 
added. 

Anglers,  Mr,  Coffin  continued,  should  also  have  this 
year's  copy  of  the  state's  compendium  of  fish  laws  on  hand 
and  should  be  familiar  with  its  provisions.  The  compen- 
diums  are  available  free  of  charge  from  license  agents  and 
conservation  officers. 

Streams  that  have  been  stocked  In  Mercer  County  are 
Assun-plnk  Creek,  Windsor  to  Lawrence  Station,  with 
760  Brook  trout,  380  Brown  trout  and  2,660  Rainbow 
trout;  Delawarc-Raritan  Canal,  Hunterdon  County  Line 
to  Vardley  Bridge,  160  Brook,  80  Brown  and  560  Rain- 
bow; Doctors'  Creek,  A.lcntowu  to  New  Jersey  Turn- 
pike, 500  Brook;  Stony  Brook,  Woodsville  to  Port  Mer- 
cer, 720  Brook,  340  Brown  and  2,340  Rainbow.  Streams 
and  lakes  throughout  the  state  have  been  similarly  cared 
for.

"You  have  to  give  the  industry  credit  for  making  sure  it 
understood  electric  heat  as  a  product  before  mass  market- 
ing began.  And  yon  know,  with  all  due  reverence,  Edison 
himself  didn't  show  that  much  restraint  with  his  early  in- 
ventions —  including  the  light  bulb!  You  could  buy  the 
early  type  with  perfections  to  follow  later. 

"Not  so  with  electric  heat  Folks  who've  been  investing  — 
and  over  two  million  families  have  these  past  five  years  — 
can  expect  their  electric  heating  systems  to  be  giving  good 
service  twenty  years  from  now."
